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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to the amendment filed September 16, 2004 in 
which claims 1 and 16 were amended. 

The rejection of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph is withdrawn in 
view of the amendment to the claims. Since Applicant has obviated the 112 rejection 
the examiner is reinstating the rejection of the claims under 35 USC 103(a). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 USC 103 (a) as being unpatentable over Wu 
(US 5,593,735) for the reasons of record. 

Applicant's arguments have been considered but are not deemed persuasive. 

Applicant's argues that Wu requires a carbonate co-crosslinker, whereas the 
present invention does not utilize or discuss such a co-crosslinking agent. Applicant 
argues that this difference distinguishes over Wu. 

Applicant has not shown that the carbamate co-crosslinker of Wu materially 
affects the basic and novel characteristics of the claimed crosslinker composition, nor 
has applicant limited the claims to the monomeric and oligomeric alkoxymethyl 
melamine derivatives. Simply because Applicant does not mention in specification 
additional crosslinkers does not exclude the possibility of additional unrecited elements. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
